On  Nov.  22,  1963,  1 was  on  a 6«j  off  and  was  at  hone  doing  none  work 
In  ny  back  yard.  I wont  in  tho  house  sometime  around  ItOO  PM  and  tumad 
the  radio  on  and  board  that  tbo  President  bad  boon  abot.  I triad  to  call 
tho  office,  and  tho  Riverside  exchange  was  bogy.  I finally  got  tho  offloe 
and  talked  to  Lt.  Baker,  and  ho  told  ice  to  report  for  work  at  the  offloe. 

I arrived  at  tho  office  approximately  3i00  PM. 

When  I got  to  the  office,  my  partners,  R.  M.  Sine  and  E.  L.  Boyd,  wore 
in  Capt.  Frits'  a office  with  Oawald.  At  approximately  3«30  FK  I took  an 
affidavit  from  Doe  E.  Bowers,  10503  Kaplogrovo. 

At  li»0$  R’,  November  22,  1963,  I assisted  Slice  and  Boyd  In  taking 
Oswald  down  for  a show  up.  Wo  handled  tho  lino  up  from  backstage  behind 
the  lights.  Tlie  line  up  consisted  of  Bill  Perry  #1,  lee  Oswald  #2,  R.  D. 
Clark  #3,  and  Pon  Abies  A.  This  show  up  was  over  at  lit 20  PH,  end  Oswald 
was  returned  to  Capt.  Frit*' a office,  whore  he  waa  questioned  by  Capt. 

Frit*  and  F.  P.  I.  and  Secret  Service  agents. 

At  6«20  HI,  November  22,  1963,  Sine,  Boyd,  and  I carried  Oswald  down 
for  another  show  up.  This  show  up  consisted  of  the  same  people  a a the 
first.  Bill  Perry  A,  Doe  Oswald  #2,  R.  !,.  Clark  #3*  and  Bon  Abies  irli. 

This  show  up  was  over  at  6i37  PM,  and  Oswald  waa  taken  back  to  Capt.  Frits' t 
office,  where  he  waa  questioned  by  Capt.  Frits  and  F.  B.  I.  and  Saeret 
Service  agents.

At  7>03  TV,  N'ovtrabar  22,  1963,  Capt.  Fritz  signed  murder  complaint  with 
Pill  Alexander,  Assistant  Blatriot  Attorney,  for  the  murder  of  Officer  .T.  P. 
Tlpplt,  Judge  Pavid  Johneon  was  there  end  read  the  charge  to  Oswald, 

At  7«liO  tv,  November  22,  1963,  Sims,  Boyd,  and  1 took  Oswald  down  for 
another  *bow  up.  This  s’ow  up  consisted  of  Richard  Walter  Borehgardt  A, 

Lee  Orwald  #?,  Ellis  Carl  Braswell  (?3,  and  Bon  Ahles  £li.  This  show  up  was 
over  at  7t^9  Hi,  and  Oswald  was  taken  back  to  Capt.  Frits' a office.  Just 
before  this  show  up,  ?.  B.  I,  Agent  Clements,  wee  talking  to  Oswald.  Clement* 
was  potting  Oswald'*  physical  description,  and  where  be  bad  lived  and  worked 
before  comin?  to  Pallas.  Clements  also  checked  and  Hated  the  content*  of 
Oswald's  billfold.  Clenenta's  Interrogation  waa  disccntinued  until  we  had 
the  show  up.  Agent  Clements  continued  after  we  had  brought  Oswald  back, 
Clement*  talked  to  him  about  30  minutes  more. 

At  8*55  TV,  Cot.  Hicks  end  Bet.  Studebaker  of  Crime  lab  camo  to  Capt. 
Fritz’s  office  to  make  paraffin  oasta  of  Oswald, 

At  approximately  11 l 30  TV,  Hovanber  22,  1963*  Sims  and  Boyd  wrote  out 
arrest  sheets  on  Oswald,  and  a short  time  later  Chelf  Curry  and  Capt.  Frits 
camo  In  and  told  us  to  take  Oswald  to  Shew  Bp  Boom  out  In  the  front.  Chelf 
Curry  said  for  us  not  to  lot  anyone  get  near  him  or  touch  him,  and  If  they 
attempted  to,  for  ua  to  take  him  out  immsdlatoly.  Capt.  Frits  told  us  he 
wanted  all  of  Ms  men  to  go  with  Oswald  at  this  tins.  After  a short  time, 
we  took  Oswald  down  to  the  Show  Bp  Boca.  The  rooa  vae  full  of  newsmerv  and 
va  kept  him  there  about  five  minutes,  and  then  we  took  Oswald  to  the  Jail 
Office,  and  he  was  placed  In  Jail.
